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Claims 1, 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for the compounds of claims 3 and 16 and withdrawn 
claims 4 and 8, does not reasonably provide enablement for any compound comprising 
a characteristic use agent and a crotonyl thiol ester. The specification does not enable 
any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. Applicants 
disclose how to make liner esters and diesters wherein the alcohol is the characteristic 
use agent. However, applicants do not disclose how to make a compound wherein the 
alcohol is other than the characteristic use agent. 

For example, applicants do not disclose how to make a compound characteristic 
use agent attaches to the terminal crotonyl wherein or sorbyl methyl group and the 
alcohol of the ester^is say, a methyl group. Nor do applicants teach a cyclic compound 
wherein X is an alcohol which is also attached to the terminal crotonyl or sorbyl methyl 
group. 

Claims 1, 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear as to how and where the characteristic use agent is bound to the 
crotonyl or sorbyl ester. 

Claims 1, 14 are rejected. 
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Claims 1 , 14 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
